A SUGGESTION FOR FARMERS 


To the Editor of The Herald: 

Sir: The sight of an extra fine 
crop of grain in stook covered with 
snow as at present is enough to give 
the farmers of Alberta the blues. 

Having occasionally seen similar 
storms in the Highlands of Scotiand, 
and the experiments tried to dry the 
crop in such circumstances, I wish to 
state my Observations for the benefit 
of the good country people of Alberta. 

The mode of procedure was as fol- 
lows, vis: All hands turned out and 
while some with short sticks gently 
beat the anow off the sheaves others 
bulit them upon cleared stubble—in 
stook fashion to begin with—untl! 
the circle covered eight or 10 feet in 
circumference. Anotheir Uer followed 
and so on to the top which is finished 
with a point, clad by reversing a few 
sheaves all round. The main point 
ie to be careful and sot place any 
pressure on the rick im the building 
and the height must be limited to 
what a man cap_reach by standing on 
the ground. 

Built in this way the sheaves gene 
rate a certain amount of warmth 
without combustion and with the 
Blightest wind it surprising how 
quickly they dry and become fit to 
be built imto the stack, Those who 
may try this plan will Ond it @ suc- 
cee -

The British steamer Glengot) which 
artived at New York from Alexandr! 
Kerpt and other ports in the Medi- 
terranean, brought Into port 200 ship 
wkrecked seamen taken from the Brit 
ish ship Nonpareil, on September 23 
Their veeei founde red ehortly after 
they abandoned her. Captain Hatfield 
on bia arrival at Qnuarantine reported 
that bis ship salted from Riw York 
on September 10th bound for Soura 
bia, Java. with a full cargo of case oll 
Two days after leaving Sandy Hook 
a strong southeast gale sprang Up 
soon increased in force, and hauled 
WwW west southwest and assumed the 
proportions of a hurricane All of 
the sails were suddenly furled except 
the lower topsails which were set to 
steady the vessel as there was an 
exceedingly rough sea ranning. The 
seas boarded the vessel frequently 
tons of water failing upon the deck 
doing considerable damage to the ves- 
sel and fittings and finally threw her 
on her beam ends. The Nonparel! 
remained in this position and all 
efforts to right her were unavailing 
The storm continued until Thursday, 
the 13th, at noon, and thet moder- 
ated.
